[WHO IS THE "BUSINESS" MAN AND WHO 


IS THE "LABORING" MAN? 


In our common parlance we speak of the 


"business!' man, the "laboring" man and the 


, ''manufacturer," and the "professional" man, 


thereby thinking to divide society up into va- 
rious classes, but this is all a theory, for as a mat- 
ter of fact, all men are business men who are ac- 
complishing anything, or who are working. All 
inen are laboring men who are working. All men 
are rnanufacturers who are working at the manu- 
facturing business. We cannot say that all men 
are professional men, but we can say that all 
professional men are "business men/'' and la- 
boring' men too in the large sense. 


Some men may have*a larger business than 


others, but after all the "business" man, so-called 
is one'who is buying what he sells in the market 
and bringing it to the point of distribution and 
distributing it where needed. He is endeavoring 
to sell for a sufficient price to cover the necessary 
expenses, plus a proiit. Because he is doing it 
this way we call him a "business" man. 


The manufacturer is also a "business" man. 


He brings together the raw material, the men 
and machinery to operate on it, and endeavors 
to sell the product for a sufficient price to cover 
the cost, plus an amount for profit. 


The great army of wage earners are really 


doing the same thing. To be sure, they have only 
their labor for sale, but that product, labor, re- 
quires food, shelter and clothing, and they are, 
buying these necessary elements in the market 
for a certain price, and they, as "business" men. 
are endeavoring to sell their product for such a 
price as will enable them to pay the expenses of 
producing it,—namely, their existense, plus their 
profit for a rainy day, when they are too old or 
too sick, or unable to work for other reasons. 


The business man or manufacturer none the 


less labors as does the man we have just de- 
scribed. Frequently, for he is usually under 
pay, he draws a certain amount from the institu- 
tion as does the so-called laboring man. He may 
not get down to his office as early as the man gets 
into the shop, but frequently lie"does. Frequent- 
ly he remains however, after the other man lias 
quit the. shop. And if this man who has charge 
is to be a success, he must be concerned with the 
enterprise not only during the hours when lie is 
in the office but he can hardly forget it or keep it 
from his mind during any waking moment. He 
is laboring as hard and under as great difficulties 
ofttimes as any man could possibly do who is 
doing some other line of work. This'is true of 
the merchant and the professional man. 


We are trying to emphasize here that we arc 


all business" men and we are all-"laboring" 
men only some of us have greater responsibili- 
ties .than do .others. Some of us solve our prob- 
lems in a different way than do others, but un- 
less we are leeches on society, in a large sense 
we are aL alike. We work, we earn, we spend ' 


_ All any of us can personally use is that 


which is necessary to feed, clothe and shelter us 
together with a slight amount for recreation, and 
it we spend too large an amount for recreation it 
del-eats its purpose. We want to dignify the 


who is endeavoring to sell his labor at a 
asca business" man. We believe if he real- 


izes the facts in this respect he will be worth 
more to himself and the community and to he 
cause winch lie is particularly serving. We be-
